FIRST DAY'S PROCEEDINGS, 


at 10 o’clock, in Commons Hall, by the 
Hon. W. H. Battle, who delivered a 
brief address on the great importance 
of the work before the body.

_ Col. W. E. Anderson, from the Stand- 
ing Committee on Organization, re- 
ported the following nominations for 
Officers of the Convention :

The Convention was called to order 
by the President at 3 o'clock.

Proffessor Redd of the Biblical Recor- 
der, de‘ivered an address on the subject 
of “Female Education.” 
Professor McIver announced that the 
next essay in crder was the one pre- 
pared by Capt. T. J. Horner, of Oxford, 
who being absent, Professor W. G. Sim- 
mons,of Wake Forest College was called 
as the next Orator. 
The subject of Proffessor Simmons 
was “The Relations of the Churches to 
Public Education.” Owiug to the 
affliction of the speaker, a disease of the 
eye and the partial loss of his sight, the 
essay was read by the Rev. Dr. Pritch- 
ard, Afterthe reading of the essay 
quite an interesting discussion ensued, 
participated in by the Revs. Messrs. 
Atkinson, Redd, Craven and Mangum. 
The question privcipally discussed 
was upon the expedieuey of embodying 
in our statute law the requirement to 
make the Bible a text book in our 
Common Schools, or even that it should 
be made obligatory to have it read at 
the opening of the school. 
The discussion lasted to adjournment. 
Messrs. Merrimon, Craven and Atkin- 
son advocated the adoption of the Bi- 
ble as a text book in all schools. Messrs. 
Redd, Pritchard, Mangum and Holden 
opposing, on the grounds of inexpedi- 
ency. 
TH. Mills, Esq., introduced a resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of a 
committee to report on compulsory edu- 
cation,the report to be made to-morrow. 
We neglected to state at the proper 
lace in our morning’s report that Ma). 
bert Bingham was excused from act- 
ing as Secretary on accouaot of being 
appointed to deliver an essay,and Capt. 
John E. Dugger, of Warrenton, was 
unanimously elected in his stead. 
Dr. Pritchard read a letter trom the 
Rev. Dr. Sears, a member of the Pea- 
bady Fund Committee, in regard to the 
North Carolina appropriation.

The 
property brought $24,000, and was 
bought by Heck, Lobdill & Co. The 
State’s interest in the same property 
was so'd on the 8th instant at Lockville, 
and bought by the same firm for $1,200.

N OTICE TO OWNERS OF DOGS. 


By an ordinance of the City of Raleigh, 

at the last regular meeting of the 

rd of Commissioners, I am required 
after the 10th inst., to have impounded ali 
canines caught in the strset upon which 
the city tax not been paid; and after 
the expiration of two days, if the owners of 
the impounded dogs do not come forward 
and pay the tax and the cost of impound- 
ipg, to dispatch them. This ordinance I 
shall put in immediate execution.

Opinion of the Attorney General on 
tne Freedmen Bureau Frauds. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The Attoraey 
General has sent an opinion upon the 
subject of the frauds in the Freedmen’s 
Bureau to the War Department. The 
questions submitted were with reference 
to money taken from the Treasury by 
officers employed io the Bureau by 
means of forged receipts and vouchers 
for bounties due colored soldiers, and 
by means of receipts and vouchers fraud- 
ulently procured from them. The opin- 
ion required and was upon two points: 
ist, In case where the guilty parties 
cannot be prosecuted, what should be 
the course in order to secure the protec- 
tion of the interests of the government 
and of claimants. 

2nd. When the prosecution is not 
barred by the statute of limitations, 
what action should be bad, and to what 
extent is the late Commissioner of the 


Abandoned Lands and his chief dis- 
bursing officer responsible? The opio- 
ion is that if any military officer, de- 
tailed for duty in the Freedmen’s Bu- 
reau, has been guilty of misappropri- 
ation of money or any violarion of 
ofthe rules and regulations governing 
disbursing officers of the army, ine may 
be tried by Court Martial in the same 
manner as other such army officers, and 
that the claim agents and other persons 
not officers of the Governament,who have 
obtained money fromthe bureau by 
means of forged receipts and vouchers, 
and other, frauds, can be prosecuted 
criminally if two years have not elaspsed 
since the commission of the crime, and 
can also be sued in the Civil Courts of 
the United States in the same manner 
ss employees of Bureau can be.

I, Top R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of the preamble of said act as sets torth the 
alterations proposed and to, and the 
second section of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first Thurs- 
day of August, _ in the Raleigh “Daily 
Sentinel,’ the “Daily Era” and the “Daily 
NEws”’, published in Raleigh, and also for | 
the same length of time in the following 
Weckly papers, published in the various 


Congressional Districts of the State to-wit: 

First District—“ North Carolinian,” Eliza- 
beth City ; “Express,’’ Washington. 

Second District—‘* News,’’ Goldsboro; 
““Mail,’’ Rocky Mount. 

Third District—‘Statesman,” Fayette- 
ville; “Star,” Wilmington.

Greensborv ; “Chronicle,’’ Milton.
